UNEARTHED ANCItNT COLICS. 



While digging a well near Sand 
Sprint.'. K.v.. recently a number of hu- 
mun DOBM wen- di .interred, to-ethcr 

with a qsantlty <>f vraapoait spoar

obsiditin and very good brass, ti e u.\es 
especially showing very fair workman- 
ship. The bones all baloBgad t;> male 
skeletons, with the exception of one 
of the best preserved, which wns that 
of a woman, about p/hOM slnill was 
Wittnd ■ crown or sort of diadem of sil- 
ver. s, t with an opal cut with skill, 
and of wxtranrdinury si.te and luster. 
From tho appcaruncc of these remains, 
says tho Philadelphia Times, it is 
probable that this was an ancient bat- 
tle groV&d on which (h« ■lata were 
buried as they fell. Local urcluvolo- 

gists. who hu\ f sxnmtaad tba skulls 

declare that they are not those of In- 
dians, but of a people of superior in- 
telligence. Some of the skeletons are 

•avail feet in heifrht, one mooinrlng 
eight feet four inches. 

This hitters breast-bone is s] sttiuwd 
by u copper kuifo wliich w;is still 
ttlekltlg in tho severed bone. Tho 
praaaBM Of the woman's remains is 
not to be accounted for, except that 
sho may have been the queen of tho 
tribe und in person led her host to bat- 
tle, sharing' their lot und being In- 
terred with thetn. Among the relics is 
a lamp provided with a wielt which has 
hardened almost to a stone, and on 
the l>ody of which runs a curious In- 
scription cut into tho brass. The let- 
tering resembles that of Egyptian 
monuments. There is also an engrav- 
lng<on it of an insect strangely like the 
scarabel of that country. Another re- 
minder of ancient history is found in 
the fact that ono of the skeletons has 
seized another by the heel and his 
teeth are still to bo seen fixed in it, 
crunching the bone in his grasp. That 
these people were identical with the 
mound builders is more than probable, 
for it is known that that vanished race 
was particularly numerous about here.
